Composed of two delegates 
from each college in the region, 
the Regional Council meets at 
least twice yearly for a discussion 
of common problems. Reports of 
the colleges within the region 
are given at the meetings. Mat- 
ters of general concern are dis- 
cussed and suggestions for activ- 
ity proffered. 

Directing the course of student 
action in the NFCCS are the 
Commissions. These are special in- 
terest groups which provide a 
convenient means for unified ac- 
tion in particular fields of stu- 
dent interests. Insofar as the 


Commissions have been set up 
to carry on the study of rural 
life, decent literature, missions, 
family life, youth movements, 
student councils, war relief, lit- 
urgy, the press, and many other 
subjects. Holder of the Fort 
Wayne regional Press Commis- 
sion,-- St. Joseph’s College con- 
tacts the other colleges in the 
region, receives reports from 
them, and tries to guide their 
press activities. A bulletin uni- 
fying the press action in the re- 
gion will be issued by St. Joseph’s 
soon.
